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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The annual address of Mr. Diggle on the re-assembling of the London School 
Board was a powerful plea for the efficiency of the institution over which he pre- 
sides. The manifesto has excited a widespread interest particularly in regard to 
those portions which deal with Bible Instruction and the famous Circular, The 
fu damental questionatissue is not,as Mr. Diggle delusively put it, whether the 
1871 Compromise was acompromise as between Christians and Christians or ss 
between Christians and non-Christians. The question cannot be limited in 
that way. The only fair form is ** Between whom was it a Compromise?” 
To define ** whom” in the enquiry itse’f is to beg the question. When the 
interrogatory is expressed without disturbing suggestion3, the answer ts 
obvious. The Compromise was a settlement between variou3 political 
parties in the State. Some of the electors voted because they held definite 
religious opinions, others because they held none. Many acted from fiseal, 
social, or patriotic motives, utterly independent of religion. Dut the guidiog 
principle with the majori'y which prevailed was the grand British 
principle of Toleration. It was a national Compromise. The Act 
of 1870 was necessarily framed in the interest of all sections of the 
nation—non-Christians as well as Christians. Parliam:nt was not likely to have 
established a vast State endowment for instraction in a particular religion at 
the very moment when it was freeing the Universities from 
religious tests. As to practical results, it is generally admitted that the Com- 
promise has worked well during the twenty-three years it has been ta foree, 
even in the interests of definite Christian teaching. Why, ther, should the status 
quo have been disturbed 2? Why should all London have been precipitated 
by the action of a party in the School Board into an unseemly wrangle over 
theological subtleties ? Why was the apple of discord thus recklessly thrown 
into what was previously a harmonious and dignified body ? 
question of Bib‘e instruction been allowed of late to usurp almost the entire 


: attention of the Board, to the detriment of other, and, from the na‘ien’s 
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point of view, eqaally important departments? Finally, what su Ti -ient 
occasion wat there for issuing a circular, which has had the effect of provoking 
the bulk of the Board's teachers to rebellion ‘ 


We look in vain in Mr, Diggle’s able address for a satisfactory reply to 
these obvious questions. His defence of the Circular is more ingenious than 
ingenuows, He states: “There is, as far as I am aware, no document 
explicitly stating what view the first Board took of the 1871 resolation. The 
same difficulty will not arise if, in the future, anyone should desire to know 
why the word ‘Christian’ was inserted in the existing rule by the present 
Board. because the Board have placed upon their minutes a copy of the cir- 
culars addressed to the teachers, announcing the amendment of, and explain- 
ing, the rule.” This piece of apologetics ignores the all-important 
consideration that there never was any difficulty about the interpretation of 
the compromise until it was raised by the agitation of Mr. Riley for more 
definite Christian teaching. The view that the difficulty has been artificially 
created is curiously confirmed by Mr. Diggle himself, when he goes on to 
say: ‘I note further in passing, that there is an accumulation of evidence 
tending to show that it is from precisely the same standpoint, with reference 
to the Bible and its meaning, that the great majority of the teachers fare 
hitherto given, and will continue to give, Bible lessons to the children.” Just 
so. It now appears from Mr. Diggle’s owa testimony that religious instruc- 
tion has all along been given on the lines set forth in the Circular. Inevit- 
ably, the fresh attempt to define and enforce what was already perfectly 
understood and faithfully acted upon betrays a desire on the part of a section 
of the Board to convert its schools into something very like Church Schools. 
Mr. Diggle says there are only two possible alternatives to the Circular. 
Either * the nature of the teaching may be left absolutely to the discretion of 
the teacher, or the teacher may be left without clear directions, but the nature 
of his teaching may be subjected to the revision of a changing and variable 
body, such as a Committee of members of the Board, themselves without the 
guidance of any recognised regulations, and therefore merely actuated by the 
impulse of the moment.” But what is the body which has just. issued the 
Circular but a transient assemblage of members who may disappear for the 
most part next November? And by what intluence have they been actuated 

in their ill-starred proceedings, if not by ‘‘ the impulse of the moment ?” 


In another colamn we give particulars of a further attempt to disturb 
a ‘‘compromise’’ at the Board affecting Jewish children exclusively. For 
twenty years past the Board has given special facilities to the Jewish 
Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, for holding 
Sunday Religion Classes at a few Board Schools in the East End largely 
attended by Jewish pupils. It is admitted that these. Classes have 
assisted in securing the regular attendance of the children for their secular 
studies. In fact, the O'd Castle Street School was a gigantic failure until 
some special arrangements were made to attract Jewish pupils by the 
appointment of a. Jewish headmaster and giving facilities for holding these 
Classes out of the ordinary school-hours. The arrangement—like the much- 
discussed Compromise—las worked well; there was a maximum of advantage 
to the Jewish children with a minimum of drawback in principle. Merely 
because the Church Party in their election propaganda are making a poor 
stalking horse of these special facilities to Jewish pupils, the Hon. E. L. 
Stanley wishes to put an end to them. As a bit of electioneering, even, it 
is very bad tactics, for the Jewish vote is by no means to be despised. The 
expiring Board would commit an act of gross injustice to its Jewish pupils 
were the present arrangement disturbed. The future decision of the new 
Board, to be elected next month, at least ought not to be prejudiced by 
alopting a recommendation of the Schoot Management Committee, which 
is put forth evidently rather for electioneering than for educational objects.

I'amily events in England are, for the most part, rightly kept from the 
glare of public comment, but occasionally private interests become general, 
from the incidental considerations connected with them. The engagement 
of Miss Ruth Adler, younger daughter of the Chief Rabbi, to Mr. Alfred 
Kichholz, Fellow and Lecturer of Emmanuel College, Cambridge, and 
University Lecturer in Animal Physiology, is an event of this 
kind. We see, with the deepest pleasure, that this engagement 
evidences anew the growing importance attached in Jewish circles in 
England—as it has long been abroad—to professional as distinct from 
commreial distinction, The tendency has been rather slow in maturing, 
but the present instance is happily not the first in which of late leading 
Jewish ministers have welcomed to their family circles men whose repute has 
been gained in other fields than commercial success. Thus, besides the 
personal congratulations which will be showered on Dr. and Mrs. Adler, 
may be added our special felicitations at this further evidence of the growth 
of this spirit in our midst. Far be it from us to underrate the 
claims of commerze on th? gratitude of the world. Prosperity is built 
up by trade, not by learning ; but it needs literature to convert prosperity 
into civilization. Jews of the past recognised this, and nothing but an 
accident has obscured the fact in England for a few generations. The 
engagement of Miss Adler to Mr. Eichholz will, we trust, emphasise the 
lesson which Jewish history has so prominently taught. | 


One step further in the emancipation of the Jews of Hungary has been 
reached, and to-day, perhaps, the work, which has dragged so slowly, will be 
carried to a triumphant conclusion. The Rezeption” Bill, as we announced 
tart Week, has passed the Committee appointed by the House of Magnates to 
it. Opposition which had been threatened at so 
™ er! clerical meetings broke down at the last moment, and 

ne absence of the ecclesiastical members of the Committee, 


: the work of attacking the Bill devolved upon a young 4 
almost unknowa magnate, Baron Joseph Rudnoiansky, who abused the Pee 
with quite old-fashioned vehemence and rather more than old-fashioneg 
ignorance. The Committee listened politely to his speech, but took _ 
notice of it. The Minister of Justice, M. Szilagyi, and the Minister ' 
Education and Pablic Worship, Baron Roland Eotvés, delivered each 9 
graceful and generous tribute to the public spirit, enterpris> and Patriotism 
of the Jewish community, and then without more ado the discussion of the 
clauses of the Bill was commenced. Against the clause for permitting 
conversion to Judaism Count Zichy entered a formal protest, but declined to 
divide the Committee. An amendment to a later clause, providing that 
preachers, teachers and Parnassim shall be Hungarian citizens enj ving 
Hungarian qualifications for their respective offices, was accepted by the 
Government. These were the only incidents of the discussion, the Bill 
assing without opposition after only an hour’s debate. It will be reported 
to the full House of Magnates to-day, and will probably be adopted ther. 
with equal celerity. The Bishops will of course have a word to Say in 
denunciation of:it. C’est leur metier. The Jews will not grudge the luxury of 
another protest to their beaten foes. It can, however, have no practigg] 
effect now. As a matter of fact the victory was won at the last Genera] 
Elections, and the approval of the Magnates as well a3 the assent of the 
Emperor are mere formalities which nothing can now hinder. 


Manchester has again read London a wholesome lesson. It ought not 
to pass without comment that, as we announced in our columns last week. 
two “Orthodox” and ‘“ Reform” ministers were associated together jp 
celebrating a Jewish wedding in Manchester. The Rev. Dr. Salomon has 
shown, by this act of friendly co-operation with the Rev. L. M. Simmons, q 
liberality which does him honour, and may prove another step towards that 
consolidation of the community which might easily exist without prejudice to 
the minor religious differences that separate one section from another, 
Especially is this possible in such a ceremony a3 the marriage. (3 a matter 
of fact, the intervention of Jewish ‘clergymen is not necessary at all, thouzh 
their presence lends solemnity and fitting publicity to the occasion. Moreover, 
no questions of ritual are concerned, and the essential formu'a ‘> AYWpY AX 
is common to the * Reform” and ‘* Orthodox” marriage-tie. London is 
always slower to move than the provinces ; but in this point, we hope, some 
metropolitan Jewish minister will soon give aa example of th: same 
enlightenment which distinguishes Dr. Salomon. 
imitate Manchester and Liverpool in permitting ‘“‘ Reform” ministers, whose 
enthusiastic Judaism is a3 patent and widely-known as is that of the Rev. L. 
M. Simmons, to occupy ‘ Orthodox” pulpits. We are not among those wo 
wish to “cry peace, where there is no peace,’ but we are conscious of no 
inconsistency when we plead for friendliness between parties, for fuller recog- 
nition of that common Judaism which links us all to our essential religion. 
Let us be cautious and slow to move; butlet us not refuse to move altogether. 
But, whatever objections be raised against this extension of reciprocal good- 
feeling, we are certain that no other sound but applause will greet Dr. 
Salomon for this instance of a:sociation with Mr. Simmons in a ceremony 
about which no questions of Orthodoxy or Reform can properly arise. 

Pessimists tell u3 that faith is dying away. No one who was present at 
the services held in the Great Assembly’ Hall, Mile End, during the recent 
festivals, will be found again among the ranks of the Pessimists. A vast 
concourse of seven thousand worshippers, called together to pray and to be 
exhorted, is the best antidote to despondency. True, the question forces 
itself to the front: ‘* Where are these thousands all the year?” ‘ But at 
all events, they are here to-day” is a sufficient rejoinder, and they 
may be brought together more often, we add, if the right measures 
are taken to provide the services which these thousands need. 
In the West End of London, synagogues were crowded on Monday and 
empty on Tuesday; thus the East End problem, ‘“ Where are the thousands 
all the year ?”’ may be asked, too, of the West End hundreds. Certainly 
more is wanted than an occasional visit to the synagogue, to stimulate a love 
for Judaism and to carry inspiration to the home and to the work-a-day life, 
But even this may come. The annual meetings of thousands of Jews on 
these solemn occasions prove that Judaism is not dead, but living. And 
while there is life there is hope. The enthusiasm of the moment may become 
the enthusiasm of a year, of a life-time. Sufficient is it to note that the 
germs of this new birth are present and may, in the Hast End and West 
End alike, be fertilised if enthusiasm is found in those who lead.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN GERMANY. 


Sir,—The principle of doing nothing against anti-Semitism has in our 
country found many advocates among stingy people—it costs nothing. As your 
remarks may strengthen the position of these people, I feel bound to return once 
more to the charge. 

We feel it our duty, irrespective of success, to undertake our defence. It is 
the natural thing, and a matter of self respect. If Christian people help us they 
are welcome, but we never should rely upon them. 

In Germany, at least, with very few exceptions, they want their good ser- 
vices paid cash at a rate too high for us; the theologian, like Deliizsch, to give 
up our religious faitb, the politician to part with our individual political 
independence, and if we do not comply with their hopes and demands, our advo- 
cates easily become foes, like in later years Delitzscb, who did not forgive us 
that we were not enough overwhelmed by gratitude as to become Christians. 
Chauvinism, religious or political, has tainted them at least so far that we can- 
not expect full justice from them. They allow that we are not to be held 
responsible for our bad qualities, but they are too conceited believers in their 
Aryan-European or Germano-Christian civilisation to understand that after all 
they are as bad as we are, that all peoples are about the same, and that we have 
the right to go our own way, provided we are good citizens. 

Foot by foot, slowly but steadily, we are gaining ground. Since the anti- 
Semites have become a political party of some importance it bas become the 
interest of other parties to oppose them, Pamphlets furnish them with the 
necessary facts, and therefore they are useful much beyond the number of 
circulated copies, 

Last, not least, the pamphlets, etc, have done much to destroy among Jews 
mapy a prejudice concerning Jewish people and the Jewish religion. You are 
mistaken when you call the Jewish readers “a friendly jury that has already 
acquitted you in advance.” Ina Germany, formerly the West End Jew declared 
the “ dirty Polish Jew ” responsible for anti-Semitism, and, rice rersa, the Liberal 
the Orthodox and the Orthodox the Libera!. I grant you there was very little 
of friendliness. Had I not, only a few weeks ago, to défend, in your paper, Dr. 
Hildesheimer against a similar attack of a “ Liberal ?”’ 

The English people's love for truth and justice will save you from Conti- 
nental ant'-Semitism, but suppose it takes root among you, you would do exactly 
like.we. The moment you feel other people's fists in your face is not the right 
one to be a philosopher,

THE MANCHESTER NEW CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE, 


Sir,—Your sympathetic “ Note” on the above subject will no doubt result 
in donations coming forward towards the object in view, but 1 question very 
inuch whether your good intentions will be appreciated by those of us 
Manchester people, who think that we have already more than enough syna- 
gogues on the Cheetham Hill Road, 

The process of removing Chevra synagogues from insanitary surroundings 
and otherwise unsuitable environments is,as you wish to imply,a very laudable 
one, but to remove them from one unsuitable locality into one more so, can 
bardly be considered a project worth supporting. Anyone acquainted with the 


state of affairs on the Cheetham Hill Road cannot help thinking that to build 


a new synagogue on a main road, a small portion of which already contains four 
or five large Jewish places of worship is, to say the least, a tactical mistake. If 
there is any need for more synagogues in the Cheetham district of Manchester 
—I am not sure that the majority will not think differently—why not erect 
them in suitable localities where they can give rise to the least talk among our 
Christian neighbours? No one will go out of bis way to count how mapy 
synagogues there are in a certain district, but when they are actually forced 
upon one’s attention by being close to each other on the main thoroughfares, it 
is not surprising that such jokes as the following, which gave rise to much 
Jaughter at the last pantomime, should be cracked at our expense: “ Do you 
know where Jerusalem is? Where? In Cheetham Hill.” 

1 am afraid it is too late to correct the mistake made by the Committee of the 
New Central Synagogue, but I trust that the founders of future synagogues—lI 
bear there are several projects in the air—will bear in mind that we live in a 
Christian country and that the world is not short of agitators, who are on the 
look out for new ‘‘cries”’ likely to bring them a large following.

ALIEN IMMIGRATION, 


Sir,—Grant me a small space in your valuable paper to answer Mr. I. Pou, 
cigar maker. Mr. Pou is very much opposed to alien immigration, because, he 
says, it affects his trade, as well as trade in general, I call that seifish. First, 
I would like to ask Mr. Pouif the gates had been closed to him or his father how 
would he have likedit ? Secondly, I should like toask whether Mr, Pou knows 
anything about commerce ? I believe if he were acquainted with commercial 
business, he would not be so bitter an enemy to the eae foreigners, I wish to 
draw your readers’ attention to the fact that England could never hold so firm 
and prominent a position in the commercial world without the foreigaers, as it 
can with them. I speak from a commercial point of view and not a selfish one, 
As long as we have free trade in this country, it is the duty of every Englishman 
to procure cheap labour, so as to be in a position to compete with our fo eign 
rivals. I€ Mr. Pou would study trade in general, and not his own only, he would 
soon change his views. 

Let us see, for instance, in the tailoring or boot and shoe manufacturing, if 


it were not for the poor foreigners’ cheap labour, how could the English exporters | 


of England, 


compete with the Germans, Austrians, French, &c.? They fiad it a hard 
struggle with the cheap labour, how much harder, then, would be thsir struggle 
without it? It might be better for Mr. Pou and his colleagues, they might get 
ls, or 23, per day more for their work, but if they are true patriots to this 
country, why do they not study the general trade, the interest of the country, 
which is entirely dependent upon its commercial position? The shipping busi- 
ness also plays an important part in the country’s interest, and although the 
profit on the goods exported to the colonies is not so great, the profit made on 
the goods imported from the colonies is great, as all foreign merchants are com- 
pelled to come to the English market to buy the raw produce whic is brought 
from the colonies. Foreign people, therefore, spend more money in this country 
than the English do in foreign countries, and this money is circulated for the 
use of all classes, Through having a large export to the colonies the tie between 
Evgland and the colonies tends to become closer; this also adds to the wealth 
It is the duty of every Englishman to be a true patriot to bis 
country ; he can show his patriotism by not allowing other countries such as 
Germany, Austria, France, &c., to get the upper hand in commerce in our 
English colonies, and that can only be done by having cheap labour. It is 
therefore our duty to encourage and assist the foreigners who sacrifice them- 
selves for the good of the country by helping to increase its commercial 
importance. 
If Mr. Pou were to travel on the Continent and see how the merchants 
there try their utmost to ship their goods to the English Colonies at the cheapest 
rices, and so knock the Englishman out of the market, he would soon change 
1is opinion. If Mr. Pou calls himself a true Englishman, he must stady the 
interest of the country and not his own, and in doing so I hope he will see that 
England is really in want of the foreign people, without whom her principal 
trades would soon be taken from her. It is curious to note that the German 
workman makesa comfortable living by earning 15s. ner week, while the English 
workman does not do so by earning 4s. per week. This is another reason for 
our preference of foreign to Evglish workmen. Isympathise greatly with the 
working classes, but their position cannot be bettered for the moment, and it 
can certainly not be bettered by keeping away the foreign workmen, which will 
only mean a great loss to the country.

NortTH LONDON VISITATION OF THE Poor.—The first annual meeting of 
the North London Group of Visitors to the Poor was held on the 25th ult. at 6, 
Beresford Terrace, N. The Report presented to the meeting stated that the 
organisation was started nearly twelve months ago for the purpose of securing 
regular and systematic visitation of poor Jews at their homes. This has been 
carried out r¢gular)y throvgbout the vear by five ladies and seven gentlemen. 
As the work necessarily brought the Visitors into constant communication with 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, it was deemed advisable to become officially 
connected with that body. An offer made last January to visit for the parent 
institution in Devonshire Square was gladly accepted. This reccguition bas been 
mutually advantageous, Cases for visitation from a definite and extensive area 
—Commercial Road and the adjacent streets—are sent by the Boa'd to the 
minister of the Dalston Synagogue, the Rev. M. Hyamson, who ts hon. secretary 
of the North London Group, and are by bim immediately assigned to various 
visitors, whose reports are forwarded direct to the Board witha minimum of 
delay. This arrangement, which has been in existence since last April, has been 
found to work smoothly and harmoniously. ver 1!) visits—of which 5) have 
been on behalf of the Board—bave been paid by the organtsation. Each visit is 
to several homes, The Visitors make every eilort to find situations for the 
unemployed, and nursing for the sick. Cases of urgency they come across are 
temporarily relieved by them. Io connection with this organisation, a weekly 
Dorcas is held throughout the winter, where garments are made for distribution, 
The Visitors have obtained from their personal friends in small weekly sub- 
scriptions £52 1x3. 7d, all of which has gone to the objects of the Society, with 
the exception of £1 for postage. The hope is expressed that the work, carried 
out uppretentiously, but involving much self-denying poysical effort, mental 
exertion and expenditure of time, may not be allowed to drop or slacken, but 
may win fresh recruits in the coming season in this district and emulators in 
other quarters of the metropolis.

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JEWISH INSTRUOTION IN BOARD SOHOOLS 
IN DANGER. 


A CORRESPONDENT. | 


A startling pieco of intelligence has just leaked ont, the significatce of 
which it is scarcely possible to overrate, as regards the future of the religious 
teaching of the thousands of the poorer children of the metropolis. At the 
meeting on Monday of the School Management Sub-Committee of the London 
School Board, a motion calculated, under existing circumstances, to deal a blow 
at Jewish interests, was brought forward by the Hon. E. L. Stanley to the 
following effect: “That the free Sunday tenancies, held by the Jewish 
Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge in the schools of the Board, 
be at once terminated ; and that the Association be informed that in future they 
may have the use of the Board Schools at the charges and on the conditions 
mentioned in the Regulations of the Board for the letting of their schools.” 

This motion was carried by a majority of six. 

It may be necessary to point out the danger which lurks within the limits of 
such a proposition. At first sight, the payment for rooms in which to hold 
religious instruction on Sundays might appear not altogether unreasonable ; but 
to bring forward such a motion at the present crisis in the history of the Schocl 
Board, when we have “ the Circular” ad nauseam, and when (as must doubtless be 
known to many members of the Board) the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of 
Religious Knowledge is cripple1 for want of funds, warrants the suspicion that 
there is an insidiousness in the motive prompting such a resolution which it is 
hard to distinguish from religious intolerance of a very pronounced type. If we 

are mistaken in the motive, then the blame rests not with us, but with those who 
are labouring to disturb the peace which has hitherto characterised the relations 
subsisting between the Board, its electors and its dependents. 

But upon consideration, we do not even yield to the reasonableness of such 
a demand, and upon the following grounds :—First, because these free tenancies 
have been in force since 1876, and there is no justification for altering the 
status quo ante; secondly, because it is scarcely the business of an expiring 
Board to deal with such an important point: and thirdly, because of our rights 
as ratepayers, We are the last people in the world to be ungrateful for any 
concessions or privileges which we enjoy. While nothing was said cf the 
matter, and agitation was absent, we spoke in terms of gratitude of the various 
privileges, as we considered them or as they were represented to us, which the 
Jews enjoyed under the auspices of the Board ; but the question ig, 
whether the time has not arrived when we might regard such sc-called con. 
cessions from another point of view, namely our rights as ratepayers. As 
ratepayers, Jews have an equal right with their non-Jewish neighbours to share 
in the instruction, secular or religious, for which they pay, and in the use of 
the buildings which they have paid to erect. Now, as the Christian children are 
taught daily (from { to 9.45 a.m ) the broad tenets of Christianity, and Jewish 
children are naturally debarred from participating in any religious instruction 
whatsoever at the Board School, one would think that it was but fair, a right and 
not a favour, that Jewish children might reasonably be allowed to make 
ise of the School Board premises on Sunday mornings for the purposes of 
1eligious iastruction, without the community being called upon to pay rent for 
the use ef those.premises. To have deprived (in consequence of recent agitation) 
the poorer children of our community who attend Board Schools of all Hebrew 
and religious instruction during the week-days, and now to attempt to place an 
additional incubus. upon the Jewish community by forcing from it a 
payment for premises, the use of which has hitherto been granted free of 
charge, in which to hold this instruction—at their own expense for tuition—on 
Sundays, seems to us not merely an ungracious act, but positively unjust, under 
the peculiar circumstances. 

Without wishing to take too gloomy a view of the situation, we are forced 
to the conclusion that matters have assumed a serious aspect as far as concerns 
the interests of the metropolitan Jewish community. We advisedly leave out of 
the question, in this place, the condition of the finances of the Jewish Association 
for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, the body which has hitherto conducted 
and financed the scheme supplementing the secular instruction received at the 
various Board Schools by the establishment of Hebrew and Religion Classes, 
We have this year several times referred to the subject in detail, and shal] 
doubtless return to it again. But one thing is clear as regards our relation to 
the Board. We are placed batween Scylla and Charybdis. On the one hand, 
the members of the Church Party advocate the much-discussed Circular, which 
practically amounts to a religious test, and on the other hand, if this ungracious 
and strife-compelling motion be confirmed, the Progressives (under the banner of 
Mr. Lyulph Stanley), will be doing their best to extinguish all Jewish teaching 
in Board Schools. 

Surely this dare not be ; and we have hope still that Mr. Stanley’s motion 
will not be confirmed. The resolution will, as we understand, come up to the 
mesa on Tharedey next, tie 11th inst., asa recommendation from the Schoo] 
eRe Sub-Committee, and in the usu sl course it would be carried nem. 
on., but, 1f our information bs correct, Mr. W. H, Key, one of the City members

Li is estimated that as many as 5) 
persons crowded into the Hall and its precincts. The hall seats nearly 0,0) 
persons, and not only were all the gangways crowded with those who could not 
tind room, but the passages and entrances were thronged. Many were also 
unable even to find standing room, and after waiting about the precincts left to 
worship elsewhere. In the course of his addresa on the first day, the Rev, b. 
Schewzik implored those who were present to remain faithful to their religion 
and to live in peace with their neighbours, He thanked the trustees of the Great 
Assembly Hall, and Mr. Charrington especially, tor their high-minded action 10 
again lending the Hall for the purpose of holding a Jewish service. He hoped 
that next year the worshippers would assemble in a People’s Synagogue. Toey 
should give some practical mark of their gratitude for the interest taken in their 
behalf by the United Synagogue by bringing their mites towards the Building 
Fund. Speaking to the young members of the worshippers, Mr. Sshewzik made 
the following remarks: One of the most sad and humiliating shortcomings of 
our young, both male and female, and which they must ere long realise, or else 
prepare to see the old spirit of religious prejudice and even malevolence revived, 
is the ignorant and foolish disregard of the teachings and practices of their 
religion.

Who can tell how much crime and disgrace can in the final 
instance be iraced to the shameful manner in which holy things, includirg 
common honesty, business integrity and professional rectitude, are flippantly 
treated and discussed with levity ? Too many of our young people seem 10 
think that to be fashionable and to pass for intelligent they must mock reig:on 
and talk glibly of nature and ethics, and profess a superior knowledge of new 
fangk d ideas and high-flown doctrine. What is the response that they make to 
tle hizler claims and duties of Jewish manhood and womanhood? What 
interest do they take in the religious and communal work, and 
in our charitable institutions? Especially for many of our young 
men, the clud, the race-track, the billiard and drinking-saloo?, 
or even more pernicious attractions, have not only great, but almost entire sway 
over their hours not devoted to the necessary callsof business. Apart from the 
immorality and often disastrous results of this habit, it is the sure index of 4 
depraved taste and a want of interest in the higher, more cultured en 
intellectual line of thought and discussion! When will our people learn tha 
being over-dressed and be-jewelled and loud of speech and violent of gesture 
does not indicate either actual wealth or high social standing, and that tot 
gentlemanly or lady-like is to be quiet and modest in apparel, in speech, 10 


“manners, in short, that genuine worth needs no advertising or show ? Var young 


people must not only set before themselves exalted ideas, they must be reney 
to sacrifice something of personal comfort and convenience in order to Ted

GOD AND MAN, 


Dogmati¢ discussion does not often find a welcome in the Jewish pulpit 
on the solemn days of penitence. Men and women who throng the synagogue 
on the Day of Atonement need practical guidance, not abstract theorising. 
Hence, it is not to be anticipated that our preachers next Wednesday will 
devote more than a passing sentence to the doctrine of atonement recently 
enunciated by Mr. Giapstone with a vividness of insight and a lightness of 
touch worthy of a youthful eye and hand. ‘Speak to us of our present 
duties, of the way in which we can here and now attune our souls to Gop’s,” 
we can conceive the worshippers thinking, if not saying; ‘ Leave theology, 
and give us the Word of Gop.” Judaism does not crush such an appeal 
beneath a hideous weight of theological doctrine ; asked for bread, Judaism 
does not reward the petitioner's prayer with a stone. No elaborate super- 
structure of justification by faith or by works, is raised in the Jewish A tone- 
ment liturgy. ‘* What shall we say? How shall we jastify ourselves ? 

Thy right hand, O God, is stretched out for the penitent.” Do 
thy best, and leave the rest to Gop, is in short the Jewish doctrine of Atone- 
ment. Human effort and amendment, prayer and promise, condition, as it 
were, Gop’s pardon ; they do not command it. The forgiveness of sins is 
Gop’s prerogative, but He has told us the way to Him, the road by which 
forgiveness may be reached, should He himself help us to attain it. 

But the rejoinder to this, by the advocates of a miraculous system of 
atonement, will, we apprehend, be two-fold. “ You make too little of sin, 
you place Gop too high above His world, too far from it.” To take the 
second point first, Gup is not estranged but brought near to His world by 


our belief in His power to pardon and His joy at man’s retarn to Him. 
There could be no return to Gop, if Gon were so far off as to be unattainable. 
The ordinary Christian theologian confuses two issues when he accuses Jews 
of worshipping a far-off Gop who is placed high above man ; 
unsearchable, unreachable. To the Jew indeed, Gop's natare is too unlike 
man’s for him to use, unless in a figurative sense, anthropomorphic language 
in describing the deity. As Jenopa Hatevi, when in this mood, sang in 
a bymn for the Day of Atonement, | 


(;o 1! whom shall I compare to thee, 
When thou to none can’st likened be ? 
Under what image shall I dare 

To picture thee, when everywhere 

All Nature's forms thine impress bear ? 


Can heart approach, can eye behold 

Thee in thy righteousness untold ? 

Whom did’st thou to thy counsel call, 

When there was none to speak withal, 

Since thou was't first and Lord of all ? 
To theologians in search of contrasts, passages like this—which we have 
given from Mrs. Lucas’ forthcoming “‘ Songs of Zion”—form the text for 
ponderous volumes. ‘ See how far off the Jewish Gop is from them, they 
address Him like slaves, they figure Him as an autocrat with no human 
sympathies.” In truth, all that this passage does is to emphasise the folly of 
likening Gop too much tomen, The old taunt that men in all ages have 
made Gop in their own image, hardiy applies to the Jewish poets at their 
best. But Jeuupa Havevi did not end the hymn from which we arequoting » 
without clearly enunciating the doctrine that there is a bridge between Gop 
and man, a bridge built partly by man partly by Gop, across which the 
penitent may find his way, not easily but surely, if he will pick his steps 
aright amid the world’s stumbling-blocks. For in the same hymn our most 


inspired new-LHebrew poet sings :— 


Thy righteousness we can diseern 

Thy holy law proclaim and learn. 

Js not thy presence near alway 

‘To them who penitently pray, 

But far from those who sinning stray ? 

And this leads to our answer to the other, more formidable attack. 
Does this last line look as though Jehuda Halevi thought little of sin; little 
of sin, of which another Jewish poet of Spain sang in a hymn also found in 
the liturgy of the Day of Atonement, | 


Thou, God, art the Light 

That shall shine in the soul of the pure ; 

Now thou art hidden by sin, by sin with its clouds of night. 

Now thou art hidden, but then, as over the height, 

Then shall thy glory break through the clouds that obscure, 

An be seen in the mount of the Lord. 

W ould that the whole of this inspiring poem, *‘ The Royal Crown” of 

Inn Geninot, could be faithfully renderedinto English ! Justice will never be 
done to the Jewish prayer-book until its pearls are placed in a proper 
setting. As it is, the Jewish apologist, before a theological antagonist, is 
like a swordsman with his right hand tied. He cannot appeal to his liturgy, 
for the best things in it are ruined by the faulty translations of the Machsor 
alone current among us here. Mrs. Lucas’ volume will be a most helpful 
record of fine thought and fiery phrase, of stanzas instinct with Gop, instinct 
with a consciousness of: sin, yet bright with confidence in Gop’s nearness. 
What a wealth of religious beauty, what an armoury of controversial means, 
is provided in one single poem of NacuManipgs written also for the Day of 
Atonement? Again we are using Mrs. Lucas’ version. First mark the 
Jewish poet’s sense of sin; Nacumanipes so far from slurring it over, 
almost exaggerates the blackness of its cloud. 


Now conscience-stricken, humbled to the dust, 

Doubting himself, in Thee alone his trust, 

He shrinks in terror back, for God is just— 

How can a sinner hope to reach the King ? 

But here the Jew.sh road parts from others. Gop is merciful, if the sinner 
is conscious of the guilt of his life. He does not offer His grace to any but 
those who work out in part their own salvation, but when they have done 
their part, with what bountiful mercy does Gop finish the reconciliation 
which man has so weakly, so ineffectively begun! Four, Nacamayipes 
continues in the sublime hymn from which we are quoting a stanza or two : 


Oh, be thy mercy in the balance lai], 
To hold thy servant's sins more lightly weighed, 
When, his confession penitently made, 

He answers for his guilt before the King. 


Thine is the love, O God, and thine the grace, 
That hold the sinner in its mild embrace ; 
Thine, the forgiveness, bridging o'er the space 
"Twixt man’s works ani the task set by the King. 
And beyond the doctrine taught, would hymas like this, and many others 
which fill our Atonement liturgy, fail to move the worshippers’ hearts could 
they but understand them.? These hymns are not didactic, they only inci- 


| dentally lay down the Jewish belief on Sin and Atonement, on Gop and man; 
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they are in essence the cry of contrite and beautiful souls, yearning for Gop, 


for His presence, for His light, a cry alas ! all bat inarticulate to-day. But 


still we may echo where we cannot sing ourselves. And, again quoting from 
the yet unpublished “Songs of Zion,” fain would we believe that many a 
Jew, who pours out his heart before the Lorp on the coming Day of 
Atonement, will echo Jenupa Haxevi's aspiration, penned, too, for Yom 
Kippur itself. Nowhere, not even in Newman's famous hymn, are the 
relations between Gop and man more beautifully expressed in so few lines :— 


So lead me that [ may 

Thy sovereign will abey. 

Make pure my heart to seek thy trath divine, 
When burns my wound, be thou with healing near, 
Answer me. Lord! for sore distress is mine, 
And say unto Thy servant, [ am here } 

Oh! would that 1 might be 

A servant unto thee, 

Thou God by all adored: 

Then, though by friends out-cast, 

Thy hand would hold me fast 

And draw me near to Thee, my King ani Lord. 


GRAFTON GALLERIES. 


The remarkable succes: achieved during the summer at the Grafton Galleries 
by the exhibition of '‘ Fair Women ’’ and their treasures, has induced the Directors to 
postpone the promised exhibition of fair children, ard re-open for the autumn season 
with a second edition of “ Fair Women ;” some of the pictures and exhib ts having 
been of necessity withdrawn by their owners, they have been replaced by ot er 
valuable loans, though, taken a whole, there is not much that is new to chronicle, 
Nevertheless, the popularity of the Galleries has not waned. 

Asa matter of fact, amongst the rare things lent there is singularly little 
belonging to our coreligionista, a few pictures and still fewer cariosities make up the 
total, though the exhibition of “ fair women” is precisely of the nature calculated 
to.attract and interest the Jewish race, In the very complete collection of lace 
lent by Mra,.Alfred Morrison, there is a singularly beautiful piece belorging to the 
end of the 17th Century, and which was manufactured for use in the synagogue ; it is 
a silk square, somewhat in the style of Guipure in a pale coffee tint, Mr, Chas, Davis 
exhibits a variety of interesting treasurers, a fine S¢vres tabatiére by Dodin, a Louis 
XLV. harp inlaid with sprays of flowers, lut«s and lyres,a Louia XVI, oval mirror, 
framed in silver, an ivory silk winder (old French), a couple of exquisite chatelaine 
watches, the one set with rose diamonds, the other ornamented with Chinese figures, 
in blue enamel, and both balonging to the Louis XVI. period. An historic relic is 
the Louis XVI, pique d Or dressing set, which is said to have belonged to the ill- 
starred Marie Antoinette, The set, which is of tortoise-shell inlaid with mother of 
pearl, is very complete, and comprisss mirror, powder boxes, brushes, combs, Xe, 

Mr. H, &, Bischoffsheim lends several notable picturesand a miniature of Queen 
Elizabeth, Ino the octagon room he is represented by a work of Jan Vermeer of 


Delft, who has chosen for his subject a girl playing the guitar, also anoble painting -

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


In the Ethnographical and Anthropological Section of the National Science

tion where good is to be done. She is the-founder of the Budapesti izr. niegylet 
(association of Jewish women) started for the private distribution of money 
amongst her needy coreligionists, and for the maintenance and practical educa- 
tion of orphans: This institution. commenced on a small scale, geew and 
ramified amazingly: it now includes no end of branches, such as hospitals, 
homes, soup kitchens, &c. Apart from her life-presidency of this charity, 
Madame Bischitz is either alife member or on the Committee of seventy-two 
benevolent associations. She is the possessor of the Crown Order of Mert, of 
the Servian Order of Natalie, and of the Belgian ‘ Medaille de la Societe Royale 
et Centrale des Sauveteurs,’ But she has no thought except for ber noble 
mission, to which she sacrifices her time, wealtb, everything. Daily she spends 
hours with her secretary, Monsieur Kardos, in reading through and considerihg 
heaps of letters from applicants for aid, and it is to her that the world wide 
philanthropist, Biron Hirsch, entrusts for judicious distribution those large 
sums of money which he assigns to the poor of Hungiry as well as to those ° 
pretty well every other Earupean nation.”’

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


In the returns of the British Museum for the past year, we find in the 
Report of Mr, R. Garnett about the “Department of Printed Books,” the 
following observations: “ Among numerous purchases of books enriched with 
manuscript notes, by far the most important, and one of the most remarkable 
of the year, is that of two copies of Dr. Daniel Sanders’ Standard German 
Dictionary, with the supplement, containing probably not less than forty 
thousand additions and corrections by the author, either in manuscript or 
cuttings from books amd newspapers, A more remarkable example of learned 
industry will hardly be found, and, as these accessions have never been 


published, the Museum copies will be invaluable for future work in German 
lexicograpby.” 


It is indeed marvellous, when we consider the patient work of thirty years 
embodied in these manuscript notes. We are glad to know that Dr. Daniel 
Sanders is still busy as a bee, and is engaged upon the issue of several new 


editions of his former works, which may be expected to appear in the course of 
the present year, 


In Mr, Robert K. Douglas’s Report of the Department of Oriental Printed 
Books and Manuscripts, among the MSS. sixty-six Hebrew MSS, were fully 
catalogued. Among the works added were 145 MSS., and of these 10 were 
Hebrew. One of the latter is a Hebrew Ritual work, commonly entitled, 
‘Maharil,” by Jacob Levi Molin, 1540. Among the books added is an Hebrew 
book, the Song of Solomon, in Hebrew, Greek, Latin, German, French, English 
and Spanish, Aquascalienles (in Mexico), 1891, 8vo. (probably the first Hebrew 
book printed in Mexico or even South America), This and the above-mentioned 
MS, are cited among the most important acquisitions -for the year. 


ln the return of additions to the collection illustrating various religions, 
Judaism is represented by : Scroll of the Law, written in Spain, with its silk 
mantle, pointer and breastplate, presented by Mr, Leonard L, Cohen. Two 
silver ornaments with bells, for the Scroll of the Law, and two Hanuca lamps 
presented by Mr, A, W, Franks. Two Megiilas or MS. scrolls of the Book of 
Esther, Shofar or trumpet, pbylacteries, &c, presented by Mr. H. Montagu, 
F.S.A, Two silver cases and a phylacteries, presented by Mr. Wolf Myers. An 
old embroidered bag for phylacteries, presented by Mr. M. N. Adler, and a 
Mezuzah for dvor- posts, presented by the Rev. Dr, H, Adler, the Chief Rabbi,

“The Jewish Annual, Calendar and Diary,” has again provided a platform 
for the début of anew young Jewish writer. This time itis Mr. 8. Van Raalte 
who makes his bow to the public, and, unless I am greatly mistaken, he will not 
be allowed to disappear without the demand for an encore, For his story, which 
is entitled “ The Scholar's Delusion,” contains a good deal of promising material. 
There is a narratiye with sufficient interest to carry the reader along; there are 
characters that stand out in vivid reality ; 
natural; and there is, above all, a depth of thought not at all usual in the work 
of beginners. The turn and structure of some of the sentences reveal a 
powerful analytical mind; and the subject of the story, the tardy upspringing 
in the mind of an old dryasdust scholar of a lust for fame and power that leads 


him to the verge of crime, is one that could only occur to a writer of more than 
average profundity. 


To say that the young author has not always grappled with the 
psychology of so difficult a subject with unerring insight is not to 
withhold the tribute due to his invention and his courageousness. Asa whole, 
perhaps, the story is more a manifestation of literary power than of extra- 
ordinary capacity for the field of fiction, and I should not be surprised if Mr, 
Van Raalte made his mark rather in the direction of thought than of 
imagination, and won renown in the essay rather than in the conte. Howsoever 
this be, he is certainly to be congratulated on his initial achievement, and it is 
very pleasant to see a young man, mewed in the dull drudgery of business, 
brimming over with intellectual and ethical aspirations, If literature continues 
to leaven the community at this rate, the Maccabzeins will have to reconsider 
their objections to commerce. I. Z.

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THE SEASON OF REPENTANCE. THE ELECTRIO LIGHT A SYMBOL. 


In no respect is the ganius of Jajaism more marked than in the annual 
period of repentance. The Love of God is one of the great mysteries of 
human experience, like human love, death and sorrow. Ths Divine love is 
eo transcendent that the mercy of God far outweighs other attributes of the 
Divine Nature. In the Second Commandment we are told that He visits the 
sins of the fathers upon the children to the thirdand fourth generation of them 
that hate Him, a plain part of ordinary experience, whereas He shows mercy to 
thousands of them that love Him. Now, the mercy of God, according to 
Judaism, is so intense that He will not suffer the human soul to be weighted 
with a greater accumulation of sin than that which is possible within a single 
year. In the Catholic Church the last sacraments at a death-bed are intended 
to unload the penitent sinner and to reconcile him with God. In the Jewish 
religion this process is intended to take place once a year. Of course it can 
happen even more frequently when the penitent feels drawn to his Maker by a 
constant sacred communion, The great fear is that the mass of the Jewish 
community do not rightly estimate the spiritual value of our doctrine of 
Atonement. And it is much to be apprehended that thousands of Jews and 
Jewesses of our own time pass through the period commencing with the Day of 
Memorial and ending with the Day of Atonement in a perfunctory manner. 
They treat it as part of an elaborate ritual belonging to what, I for one, 
have frequently ventured to describe as “ official Judaism.” The true reform 
which is needed in the present generation is the spiritualising of the Jewish 
people, to make us rise to the spiritual high water-mark waich our religion 
unquestionably has raised. I have no hesitation whatever in stating that 
Judaism, as readin the Bible and in any Jewish prayer-book, represents the 
highest tone of spiritual life—something far ahead of that which the Jews, asa 
body, realise. 

In our deepest experiences of severe tribulation, physical suffering and 
mental anxiety, as well as in the oft-told tale of love, death and sorrow, 
Almighty God becomes revealed to the pure in heart,as He rarely is at other 
times, We suffer in our griefs on account of love. But that is only the human 
side of the story. In tbe future state, when the cares of this world touch us no 
more, that same love will probably be the source of unspeakable happiness, 
Even in this sad, weary, sorrow-stricken world there is attainable a peace of God 
which passeth all understanding, which the world can neither give nor take 
away. There is no peace so secure and so stable as the peace of resignation, 
There is no prayer so true as that with which the supplicant asks God 
to break his own buman will in pieces and to place in his heart only the will 


- of Ged. There is no faith so pure ani so strong as that which induces us to 


say in our prayers, “ Take away all earthly possessions, leave only faith and 
prayer.’ Religion is an experience, not, as is sometimes imagined, a matter of 
scholarship or learning. Biblical criticism has its literary value, but it is far 
removed from the real source of religion. The most advanced Biblical critic 
may possess the most devout soul, whilst he who accepts every word of the 
Scriptures as though they had dropped out of Heaven, like hailstones, may be 
lacking in the very elements of religious faith. The condition of approaching 
God in our penitential services as at other times is that we put upon our- 
selves the heart and mind of a little child. The man or woman of mature 
years who can pray with the simplicity and meekness of childhood is the 
happiest and most blessed of mortals, In this spirit can we hope to obtain 
much good and moral improvement from the solemn celebrations of this 
season of repentance.

DEATH OF MR. SAMUZL S. 


We announce with regrat the death of Mr. Samuel S. Joseph, for many 
years a personage of hig) repute in City circles, and eyually well known as a 
diligent collector of works of art. As leading member of the tirm of Heilbut, 
Symons and Co., his career as a merchant was most successful, and when, a few 
years since, he retired from City work, he devoted his energies to art studies, 
and especially to collecting pictures, chiefly of the Flemish School. Of these, 
many of the choicest specimens have been from time to time exhibited by him 
o various Loan Collections, notably at the Old Masters’ exhibitions at Burlington 

oure. 

When, about two years ago, he was seized with the malady which eventually 
ended his life, he became totally blind; but, in spite of this terrible calamity 
his interest in art, the beauties of which he could no longer appreciate by new 
observation, remained unabated ; and it was equally curious and pathetic to hear 
his lively and cheerful conversation about pictures 
which to him could be no more than vivid memories. Aided by his sense of 
touch he still continued his collections, assisted by bis wife, who shared his 
enthusiasm. Mr, Joseph was a prominent member of the Burlington Fine Arts 
Club, and took much interest in its periodical collections. In this year's Royal 
Academy was a book-plate presented by Mr. Joseph to the Club. 

_ He was a Director of the Marine Insurance Company, and, notwithstanding 
his blindness, he attended its weekly Board meetings till within a few weeks of 
his death, and to the last exhibited the astuteness and cool jadgment which had 
always been his characteristics during his commercial career. 

He was buried on Sunday last at Willesden, and was followed to the grave 
by a large concourse of relatives and friends—among the latter some or the 
most eminent in the worlds of commerce and art.
